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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

Invention I: Claims 88-124, 135-137, 167-171 and 175-177 are drawn to a method, 
executable instructions and apparatus for pre-paid Internet access, classified in class 705, 
subclass 38. 

Invention II: Claims 125-130 and 178-179 are drawn to a method of Internet access, 
classified in class 705, subclass 39. 

Invention III: Claims 1 3 1 -1 34 are drawn to a method of Internet billing, classified in 
class 705, subclass 39. 

Invention IV: Claims 138-141, 156-166, 172-174 are drawn to a method of configuring a 
computer, classified in class 705, subclass 39. 

Invention V: Claims 142-145 are drawn to a method of placing an advertisement using a 
pre-paid account, classified in class 705, subclass 39. 

Invention VI: Claim 146-150 is drawn to software for WWW site construction, classified 
in class 705, subclass 39. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions (I) - (VI) are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. These combinations are independent if it can be shown that (1) they are not 
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disclosed as capable of use together, (2) they have different modes of operation, (3) they have 
different functions, or (4) they have different effects. (MPEP 806.04, MPEP 808.01). In the 
instant case, the different inventions have different modes of operation and different 
functions/effects. 

Since these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art, there would be a serious burden on the examiner if 
restriction is not required, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143). The election of an invention may be made with or without traverse. To reserve a right to 
petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly and specifically 
point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election shall be treated as an 
election without traverse. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the 
inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case.
